UinsI; is a capital city of one of the Republics and is an 
above-average Soviet city in cleanliness ani modern 
facilities, it v/ns selected in order to create a better 
impression on Oswald, a foreigner. ^ 

Alter the KGB was advised of the decision to 
authorise Oswald to reside in jlixisk it v'as necessary 1 '^or 
Krupnov to bring Oswald’s file up to date for purpooe'of 
transferrin" it to the !'G3 efface in Kins!:. This was done 
and the file was forwarded to nine*: by a covrcr letter 
prepared ay Krupnov.

Kosenko stated that in view of instructions free 
KGB, lice cow, no active interest could be taken in Oswald in 
Kmsk without obtaining prior approval front KGB, tlcscow. 
According to lioscako no such approval was ever rerpaoctod 
or granted and based on his experience, ho opined that the 
only coverage of Oswald during hie stay at hinsk consisted

The next tine Kosenko heard of Oswald was in 
connection with Oswald’s application to tho Soviet Embassy 
in Iksvico City for a Soviot re-entry visa. Kosenko did not 
know how Kaxico City adviced Koscow of subject's application. 

cnowlet.go resulted from an oral inquiry of Kosenko ' s 
depr.r viaen t by II. I. Turnlln, Service Kuiabcr 2, (counter— 
.intelligence in foreign countries), Pirot Chief Directorate. 
Kosenko recalled that Turalin had orally contacted Vladinir 
Lunnzch Alekseev, Chief, Sixth Section of Kosenko's Tourist 
Department, with respect to Oswald. Kosenko's Department 
had no interest in Oswald and rccorr.ar.dad that Oswald's 
request for a re-entry visa be denied.

Kosenko's next knowledge of Oswald's activities arose 
c3 a result oi President Jolia F, Kennedy's assassination, 

Kosauko recalled that about two hours after President Kennedy 
had been shot lie vac telephonic ally advised at his homo by 
the KG3 Center of thin fact. A ekort tine later to was 
tclcphonicnlly advised of the President's death. About two 
tours later Ilose alio was advised that Oswald had been arrested, 
and Loses. :o aad hie staff were called to torli for purooso of 
dotersiuin- whether the KG3 had any inf e-mat ion concerning 
Oswald. After establishing Oswald's identity Iron ECO files

Kosenko, on instructions of General Cles E, Gribanov, Chiof 
of the Second Chief Dircetcrato of tho EC3, tclcskonically 
contacted the IIG3 Office in Einsk and had then dictate a

Ilia file also included a statement that Oswald had bben'a 
poor worker . Kosenko read Fcdcseev'c sucaary memorandum 
end he recalled that It contained the definite statenont 
that fi'cn the date of Oswald's arrival in the USSR until 
his departure iron the USSR, the KGB had no personal contact 
w th Oswald and had not attempted to utilise kin in any nan nor , 

Kosenko was questioned as to whether Oswald could 
have been trained and furnished assignments by any other 
Soviet intelligence organisation including the GRU (Soviet 
Military Intcll igcucc) or the Thirteenth Department of the 
First Directorate of tho KGS (which deals with sabotage 
explosions, killings, terror). Kosenko staled that ho is 
absolutely certain that Oswald received no such training 
or assignments, in this connection he explained that if 
any other department of KGB wanted to utilize Oswald, they 
would have to contact the department which criminally opened 
up the file on Oswald (Kosenko's department) and p.sl; persiission 
to utilise him. Kosenko stated that this wtuld also apply to 

Kosenko further explained that in viev of thoir evaluation 
that Oswald appeared to be nontally unstable no Soviet 
Intelligence Agency, particularly tho Thirteenth Dc-onrtnent 
would consider veins him. Kosenko also advised that further 
evidence that Oswald v/as not of intelligence interest to the 
EGp is shown by the fact that the HCB Headquarters did not 
retain a control file concerning Oswald following his settle- 
ment in Kins!:. He elaborated by stating that had Oswald been 
of any intelligence interest to KGB a control file would also 
have been maintained at KGB Headquarters. This file would 
have been assigned to a Case Officer at Headquarters with 
responsibility to direct supervision of the case, including 
the cakin'; of periodic visits to Kins;; by tho Case Officer. 

In Cat. aid s case the only record maintained at KGB Kcndeuarters 
in Koscow was an index card bearing Oswald's name end the 

identity of tho department which originated the file concerning 
him. °

Kosenko had no ir.forar.tion that the Soviet Govcrn- 
nent over received any contact fror. the Cubans concerning 
Oswald, aad be knew oi no Cuban iavolvnent in the assassina- 
tion. n 

Kosenko stated that be had no knowledge that 
Oswald had cade application to re-enter the Soviet Union 
other turn through bis contact with the Soviet Eabassy at 
Ilenico City. He pointed out in this connection, that bad 
Oswald applied at the Sovie t Enbascy in T.'ashinston, D. C. , 
or else -./bore, vhe RG3 would not have ever been apprised of 
tne visa request if the visa issuin'; officer at the Eihascy 
deciec-c or. his own authority to reject the visa application.^

However, Kosenko had no knowledge that 
Oswald ever directed a ccsusunication of any typo to the 
American Embassy at Moscow . £ ^ 

' Kosenko stated that no publicity appeared in the 

-viet Press or over the radio regard in j Oswald’s arrival 
departure fron the USSR and no publicity resulted from 
^ a t tempted suicide. Soviet newspapers and radio have 
.Tied numerous str.tcr.enta concerning President Kennedy's 
.ass-.ur. t ion which quoted iron Eastern newspaper stories 
icerainGT Osv.ald's allowed involviaent including the fact 
at Oswald had previously visited tho USSR.

■ bosonho advised ho szvi nothing unusual in the 

fact that Oswald was permitted to carry a Soviot citizen 
and later permitted to depart tho U3SP. with her. Ho noted that 
soviet law epe cifically providos that a Soviot citizen nay 
carry a foreign national in tho U33P and dopart free the 
L’CSH with spouse provided, of course, tho Soviet citizen had 
not ana access to sensitive information.
